THE SUNSHINE MAN 

Sunday, June 4, will be another day in the life of 
Marietta, Georgia’s genial “Sunshine Man,” Clarence 
Power, for that is Shut-in Day in the United States, a day 
fostered and promoted by him since 1937. 

Cobb Countians will recall that the governor of Georgia 
in 1939 issued a proclamation to set aside a Shut-in Day, 
and in 1943 the Georgia Legislature enacted a law to set 
aside the first Sunday in June in each year as Shut-in 
Day; therefore, Georgia was the first state to issue a 
proclamation and the first to enact a law to have a day 
set aside to encourage visiting the sick and disabled that 
it may bring some extra cheer and fellowship into the 
lives of those who cannot mix in the normal social life 
of unhandicapped people. 

Mr. Power is waging a campaign to have the first 
Sunday in June set aside as National Shut-in Day. 
Proclamations commemorating the date have, in addition 
to Georgia, been issued by governors of Alabama, Colorado, 
Indiana, Kentucky, Louisiana, Massachusetts, Ohio, Michi- 
gan, South Carolina, Texas, Wyoming, Oregon, and 
‘Missouri. 

For the past years the Shut-in Co-workers Club has 
sponsored the Shut-in Day and will continue to sponsor 
the movement. Mr. Power is a member of this Club, having 
been confined to his bed since Dec. 1, 1926. He is known 
and admired in homes and hospitals throughout the 
United States—and even in foreign lands—because, 
though an invalid, his days are unselfishly spent in the 
service of other shut-ins, to whom he brings cheer and 
confidence. 

His fight for survival against a disease that conquered 
the mighty Lou Gehrig, iron man of baseball, is a shining 
example of a man who accomplished notable achieve- 
ments despite obstacles that were tremendous. Ten 
years ago he was helplessly paralyzed, unable to move his 
feet or his arms. His fingers were tightly clinched in 
his palms. All food came to him via a tube. Doctors 
called his insidious malady multiple schlerosis, and once 
told him he wouldn’t live ten days. He informed them 
bluntly that he wasn’t “calling it quits until he had 
drawn his last breath.” 

He attributes his improvement to prayer, Georgia pine 
resin, and the Kenny Method of treating paralysis. 
Now he can sit up in bed, quite happily surrounded by his 
tracts, his greeting cards, magazines, telephone, type- 
writer, canary bird, correspondence lists, letters—and his 
Bible. 

His trusty typewriter has become his medium of con- 
tact with the outside world, and probably right at his 
very moment he is picking out a cheer-up card or letter 
to one of his hundreds of friends in the forty-eight states, 
Canada, England, Australia, and South America. Marietta 
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postmen bring an average of four hundred letters and 
cards monthly, many simply addressed, “Sunshine Man,” 
Marietta, Ga. 

Senator Richard B. Russell and others have assured 
him that they will endorse a bill in the near future setting 
aside the date as National Shut-in Day. In addition to 
Senator Russell, Mr. Power corresponds with Mrs. 
Roosevelt, Mrs. Calvin Coolidge, Fred Snite (the Boiler 
Kid) and legions of politicos, both high and low. While 
Captain Eddie Rickenbacker was convalescing in Atlanta, 
he mailed cheer-up cards to him. 

Incidentally, two radio programs are responsible for 
his intense interest in other shut-ins. They were Cheerio’s 
program, and “Radio Land with Shut-ins,” both now 
discontinued. A radio was-sent to him by Cheerio and 
he still uses it today. 

The Sunshine Man carries on an aggressive program 
of work and business of his own to help defray expenses 
in promoting the shut-in work. He sells greeting cards 
for all occasions, also magazine subscriptions and re- 
newals for all magazines, at the lowest rates. A nice 
recognition of the work that has been done and is being 
done in behalf of shut-ins, would be for all the Evangel 
family to send Clarence Power and all other shut-ins a 
shut-in day greetings on June 4, just as he sends greet- 
ings to other shut-ins throughout our nation and the 
world.

A disbelief in the reality of evi &

Proverbs 14:34b, “But sin is a re- 
proach to any people.” 

Sin has always been the greatest 
spiritual problem of men. It is a 
powerful magnet that draws human 
victims and keeps them in its mag- 
netic field—bound tightly and secure- 
ly. Sin exerts four definite forces 
upon its subscribers: 


(1) It is an alluring force. Proverbs 9:17, 
“Stolen waters are sweet, and bread eaten 
in secret is pleasant.” Under Joshua’s leader- 
ship, the Israelites were trying to incorporate 
the City of Ai with their gained territory. 
One of the soldiers, Achan, became attracted 
to a Babylonian garment, some silver, and 
a wedge of gold that were among the spoils. 
He took these things and hid them, thus 
causing the death of several men and the 
disgrace of defeat to all the people. Achan 
might have thought that after the battle 
had been won he could wear the garment, and 
all of his friends would be envious of such 
splendor. The silver in the sun casting off a 
tiny circle of brilliant light could have made 
the possible debt to his neighbor become 
smaller and finally diminish, and, of course, 
everybody wanted to keep some token or 
remembrance of an important battle. A wedge 
of gold — nae been a wonderful family 
relic to —_ on from generation to 
pal BD —y grandfather Achan found 
this at the battle of Ai during the time of 
Joshua.” Whatever might have been Achan’s 
thoughts about the matter, or however much 
his conscience whispered, “No,” and regard- 
less of the repeated warnings to all the 
soldiers, sin was dominant in an alluring 
way. All the camp was reproached just by 
one act of disobedience. 

(2) Sin is deceitful. Hebrews 3:13, “But 
exhort one another daily... lest any of you 
be hardened by the deceitfulnmess of sin. 
The man of God did as commanded; 
that is, he cried out against the altar in 
Bethel. Jeroboam, king of the major part 
of Israel, put forth his hand against the 
good prophet, and it withered to such an 
extent that he could not pull it to himself 
again. He asked the man of to pray 
the restoration of his hand. The sons 

a false —* told their father of the 
eM affliction and the amazing restora- 
tion of the king’s hand, and about the man 
of God’s refusal to refresh himself with 
food. The false prophet then proceeded to 
overtake the good man. He told the man 
of God that an angel had spoken to him, 
commanding him to give the servant of God 
bread and water. The good man was taken 
in by the plausible persuasion of the false 
prophet. The bright future of this man was 
blacked out by death—the deceitfulness of sin. 

(3) Sin is unprofitable. Proverbs 10:2, 
“Treasures of wickedness profit nothing.” Af- 
ter Rehobvam, son of Kinz Solomon, had es- 
tablished his kingdom and made his position 
safe, he, and all Israel with him, forgot the 
laws of the Lord. God allowed Shishak, the 
king of Egypt, to spoil the Temple, which 
had been the pride and fame of Israel. Still 
Rehoboam did not prepare to call on God. 
As a result his kingdom remained weak and 
was continually the scene of wars with 
Jeroboam. Rehcboam could have established 
a kingdom that would have been as well 
known as the reign of his father had he been 
willing to allow God a part of his life, but 
instead he ruled only a small portion of the 
Land of Canaan and was further disgraced 
by his inability to defend the Temple. To 
him sin was really unprofitable. 
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(4) Sin is destructive. Psalm 34:21, “Evil 
shall slay the wicked; and they that hate 
the righteous shall be desolate.” Saul was 
God’s chosen and anointed ~— 4 of ew 
Under his leadership the country progressed 
and was able to withstand the attacks of its 
enemies. But when Saul let jealousy enter 
his heart, his heyday was over. Jealousy 
turned to open hatred, which was followed 
by his visit to a woman with a familiar 
spirit. The following day the once mighty 
king of Israel paid for his sins with a final 
crime—suicide. On that day the dread Phi- 
listines dwelt in Israel’s cities. In King Saul’s 
life sin was destructive. 


After a careful analysis of the above 
illustrations, the conclusion is that 
the characters of each were led blind- 
ly by the force of evil. All of them 
were men of God, and they failed 
to see what sin was doing to them 
until the situations were beyond cor- 
rection. We, as Christians today, have 
the same problem of combating sin. 

Groups other than Christians have 
recognized evil and the problem of its 
control. Back in the rich literary 
period of classic Greece, the tragedy 
writers explained evil as the result 
of blind relentless fate. They thought 
there was nothing man could do to 
escape it or overthrow it. He could, 
however, utilize the force of evil to 
purify and humble him. Zoroastrian- 
ism, the official religion of Persia 
before Mohammedanism was adopted, 
said that evil was the outcome of an 
endless struggle between good and 
evil—Ormazd and Ahriman—finally 
Ormazd would triumph. An old but 
yet contemporary religion, Buddhism, 
has tended toward some sort of de- 
nial of the reality of evil, with the 
idea that by right thoughts and right 
discipline the soul can rise above this 
illusory world of sense and evil. 


Edward Langton, in his book Satan, 
a Portrait, says that late in the 19th 
century a rising tide of disbelief in 
the very source of evil—Satan—be- 
came evident. A group of theologians 
came to the conclusion that Satan 
was merely a relic of ancient super- 
stitions. That Jesus Christ was the 
great authority of the spiritual world, 
however, remained in their doctrine. 
To Christ the existence of Satan and 
the power of evil was very real. 


has not solved the pressing problem 
of sin. In 1948 approximately 64 mil- 
lion persons in the United States did 
not belong to any religious body. 
Crime reports were more serious than 
they have been since crime census 
has been started. Murder increased 
14.1% in the postwar year of 1948 
over the prewar year of 1938, and 
robbery increased 16.7%. The total 
number of criminal offenses rose ap- 
proximately 300,000 offenses during 
the same years. 

Mark Twain once said that he 
wished he might meet the devil, “for 
a person who has for untold centuries 
maintained his imposing position of 
spiritual head of four-fifths of the 
human race and political head of the 
whole of it, must be granted the pos- 
session of executive abilities of the 
highest order.” 

The only solution that has been 
proved is the blood of Jesus Christ. 
Hebrews 9:14, “How much more shall 
the blood of Christ, who through the 
eternal Spirit offered himself with- 
out spot to God, purge your conscience 
from dead works to serve the living 
God.” 1 Peter 1:18, 19, “Forasmuch as 
ye know that ye were not redeemed 
with corruptible things, as silver and 
gold, from your vain conversation re- 
ceived by tradition from your fathers; 
but with the precious blood of Christ, 
as of a lamb without blemish and 
without spot.”. Whatever form of sin 
is committed, the end will bring de- 
struction. But if we will look up and 
say with John Bode,

There are two seas in Palestine. One is 
fresh, and fish are in it. Splashes of green 
adorn its banks. Trees spread their branches 
over it, and stretch out their thirsty roots 
to sip of its healing water.

The River Jordan makes this sea with 
sparkling water from the hills.

Does the Bible actually teach that 
Jesus, who walked the earth over 
nineteen hundred years ago, was the 
divine Son of God—God manifested 
in human flesh? If we study the Word 
without prejudice, there can be no 
doubt as to our conclusion that He 
was and is the Son of God, the Christ. 

First of all, the Old Testament pre- 
dicted that the coming Messiah, who 
was none other than Jesus Christ, 
would be divine. In other words, it 
Says very clearly that the Messiah 
for whom the Jews were looking was 
to be God Himself in human form. 
Matt. 1:21-23 refers to an Old Testa- 
ment prophecy: “And she shall bring 
forth a son, and thou shalt call his 
name JESUS: for he shall save his 
people from their sins. Now all this 
was done that it might be fulfilled 
which was spoken of the Lord by the 
prophet (Isaiah), saying, Behold, a 
virgin shall be with child, and shall 
bring forth a son, and they shall call 
his name Emmanuel, which being in- 
terpreted is, God with us.” Isaiah 
simply said that when the Messiah 
was born it would mean “God with 
us,” as verily God and verily man. 
Human language could not make this 
fact any plainer. Praise God! Aren’t 
you glad that He is our Saviour! 


Christ Is Divine 

John 10:3, “I and my Father are 
one.” No one but Jesus Christ could 
ever justly make such a claim as that. 
Again, in John 8:58, 59, “Jesus said 
unto them, Verily, verily I say unto 
you, Before Abraham was, I am. Then 
took they up stones to cast at him: 
but Jesus hid himself, and went out 
of the temple, going through the 
midst of them, and so passed by.” 
The Jews knew well enough that 
Jesus was claiming deity when He 
said those words, and so they picked 
up stones to throw at Him—a pro- 
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cedure in keeping with the Old 
Testament way of dealing with a 
blasphemer. This leaves no doubt as 
to Christ’s claim of deity. John 14:9, 
“Jesus saith unto him, Have I been 
so long time with you, and yet hast 
thou not known me, Philip? he that 
hath seen me hath seen the Father; 
and how sayest thou then, Shew us 
the Father?” What Jesus was saying 
was simply this, “If you have seen 
me, you have seen God manifested in 
human flesh.” 


Christ’s Disciples Believed 
in His Deity 

Below are three examples as to how 
the disciples expressed Christ’s deity. 
The first example is Matt. 16:16. 
Christ is here asking His disciples 
about Himself. Peter, the quick- 
spoken disciple, answered in behalf 
of the group, and first of all told Jesus 
what men thought about Him. Then 
Jesus asked His disciples, “But whom 
say ye that I am?” “And Simon Peter 
answered and said, Thou art the 
Christ, the Son of the living God.” 
Now that’s what Peter thought about 
Him; what do you think about Him? 
Let us not only confess Him, but let 
us believe in what He says and put 
it into practice. 

A second passage is John 20:28: “And 
Thomas answered and said unto him, 
My Lord and my God.” The Unitarian 
is going to have to do some twisting 
of Scripture to do away with the 
teaching of the deity of Christ in this 
passage. The best he can do is to say 
that Thomas misstated the case; but, 
if so, then why did not Jesus correct 
him? Christ actually encouraged him 
in such faith. 

The third passage is Acts 2:36, 
“Therefore let all the house of Israel 
know assuredly, that God hath made 
that same Jesus, whom ye have cruci- 
fied, both Lord and Christ.” We see 
clearly that He is the Christ, accord- 
ing to the Bible; we know that the 
Bible is the Word of God; and we 
know that God’s words are true—in

The Devils Acknowledge His 
Divinity 

There are people all over the earth 
today who don’t believe as much as 
the devil believes. Luke 4:41, “And 
the devils also came out of many, 
crying out, and saying, Thou art 
Christ the Son of God. And he rebuk- 
ing them suffered them not to speak: 
for they knew that he was Christ.” 
There are millions of people who don’t 
believe He is the Christ; they don’t 
believe as much as the devils believe. 
Why? Because the devil has them 
blinded. But just as sure as the world 
is turning around, when a person con- 
fesses that He is the Christ and be- 
lieves in his heart, he will be saved. 
The devil knows that he must work 
all kinds of plans, and even through 
religious doctrines, to keep the minds 
of people off the truth. He knows 
very well that when Jesus comes into 
your life he has got to vacate. Christ 
and the devil don’t stay in the same 
body. You are either a Christian or 
a sinner; you can’t be both. It is 
impossible, and it is a shame for 
Christian people to say they have to 
commit sin as long as they are on this 
earth. I wouldn’t tell the world that 
I was a follower of Christ if I believed 
that. I would admit that I was a sin- 
ner and be done with it! There are 
preachers who stand before their 
people and tell them that they can’t 
live a holy life, that they can’t have 
the Holy Spirit in baptismal power, 
that they can’t have heartfelt salva- 
tion, and that there is no need to 
have an altar of prayer at home or 
in the church. That is as good as the 
devil wants. If he can make them be- 
lieve a lie stated by their preacher, 
then they all will be dammed who 
believe not the truth but had pleasure 
in unrighteousness — preachers and 
members alike. I am sorry for a per- 
son like that, who thinks he is on 
his way to heaven. Jesus said, “I am 
the door: by me if any man enter in, 
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he shall be saved, and shall go in and 
out, and find pasture.” 


Christ’s Authority 

Matt. 7:29, “For he taught them as 
one having authority, and not as the 
scribes.” Matt. 28:18, “And Jesus came 
and spake unto them, saying, All 
power is given unto me in heaven 
and in earth.” According to these two 
statements from our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ, all power in 
heaven and earth is given to Him. 
He doesn’t only forgive a man or a 
woman of sins on the merits of His 
shed blood, but He can sanctify. Then 
He has power to send to the saved 
and sanctified the Holy Ghost, with 
the initial evidence of speaking in 
other tongues. He can heal our bodies 
when they are sick; in fact, there 
is nothing impossible for Him to do. 

We should not only look at the 
humanity of Jesus as man, but also 
on His deity as Christ. The reason 
Christ (the Word) “was made flesh 
and dwelt among us” was that He 
might declare unto men what God is 
like. Man cannot look upon God; 
therefore, Jesus Christ took upon 
Himself flesh that He might reveal to 
men the character of God. Christ 
had to become a human being to de- 
stroy the power of the devil. It was 
necessary for Christ to die and be 
raised again to conquer death and 
the devil, but before this could come 
to pass He had to become a human 
being. 

Again, we find that the ministry 
of Christ was authoritative beyond 
comparison, in His famous Sermon on 
the Mount. There Christ said words 
like these: “Ye have heard that it 
was said... but I say unto you.” Such 
words were repeated again and again. 

He was giving new teachings and 
giving them on His own authority 
as God’s Son. When this sermon was 
ended, the idea of His authority was 
the one thing that stood out in His 
message, aS far as His crowd was 
concerned. “And it came to pass, when 
Jesus had ended these sayings, the 
people were astonished at his doc- 
trine: for he taught them as one hav- 
ing authority, and not as the scribes,” 
Matt. 7:28, 29. The scribes of that 
day made much use of elaborate 
quotations from famous rabbis and 
what they thought about controversi- 
al issues; but Jesus gave forth 
His teachings with Himself as His 
great authority for saying what He 
did. When Jesus gave forth His great 
marching orders to His followers, He 
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prefaced His words with this state- 
ment: “All power (authority) is given 
unto me in heaven and in earth,” 
Matt. 28:18. He has the right to order 
His followers to go to the ends of the 
earth and proclaim the gospel to all 
the nations and peoples of the earth. 
He speaks with such authority that 
we should give serious consideration 
to heeding what He says for us to do. 


Christ Is the Head of the Church 

“But speaking the truth in love, 
may grow up into him in all things; 
which is the head, even Christ,” Eph. 
4:15. “For the husband is the head 
of the wife, even as Christ is the head 
of the church: and he is the Saviour 
of the body,” Eph. 5:23. According to 
these two statements by the apostle 
Paul, the Church is the body and the 
body is the Church, and Christ is the 
Head of that body, the church, and 
is also the Saviour of the church. 
Then, in Rom. 12:4, 5, we read, “For 
as we have many members in one body, 
and all members have not the same 
office: so we, being many, are one 
body in Christ, and every one mem- 
bers one of another.” You and I, and 
every truly born again child of 
God, are members of this body, 
the spiritual church; and the lit- 
eral church of the Living God 
is composed of such members (1 Cor. 
12:27-30). 

Aren’t you proud of your calling 
and to know that you are serving a 
living God and not a dead God, a 
God that reached down His hand 
and saved sinners like you and me, 
and placed us in this great church 
which He has purchased with His own 
blood? We have much for which to 
praise Jesus Christ. Yet, there are 
many ministers and laymen in these 
days who don’t like for their people 
to shout and praise the Lord, but that 
is a shame, for the Lord wants us to 
be happy and free. No wonder there 
are sO many dead churches today. 
If all the dead preachers would pray 
through, the people would praise the 
Lord and shout for victory, and it 
wouldn’t be any trouble to see people 
saved and made happy. Pastors should 
let Jesus, the Head of the Church, 
have His way, if they want success. 
They wouldn’t have so much trouble 
in their churches. I have heard min- 
isters who claim to have the Holy 
Ghost make all manner of slighty 
remarks about people shouting and 
praising God; and they tell the peo- 
ple that it isn’t the power of God. 
You can’t do people that way and ever 


expect to lead them into deeper spir- 
ituality. You will never be a successful 
minister for Christ by putting Him 
in the corner and keeping Him from 
blessing your people. Your spiritual 
part of the church will be gone, and 
you will be left behind with the shell 
and dry bones. So remember, where 
the Spirit of the Lord is, there is 
liberty, victory, and shouting, along 
with holy living and faithful service. 


Jesus Christ Is Coming After the 
Church 

Some people would have us believe 
that when the Lord comes back to 
earth again very little will be required 
to go away with Him; but if that is 
what you think, my friends, you are 
wrong. Christ is coming after the 
church, His bride. Rev. 19:7, “Let us 
be glad and rejoice, and give honour 
to him: for the marriage of the Lamb 
is come, and his wife hath made her- 
self ready.” Verse 9, “And he saith 
unto me, Write, Blessed are they 
which are called unto the marriage 
supper of the Lamb. And he saith 
unto me, These are the true sayings 
of God.” Who is this wife that is 
called unto the marriage? The Church 
of the Living God. We are not married 
as yet to Christ, but we are going to 
get married when He comes after us. 
If you are in this body, you are holy. 
Eph. 5:25-27, “Husbands, love your 
wives, even as Christ also loved the 
church, and gave himself for it; that 
he might sanctify and cleanse it with 
the washing of water by the word, 
that he might present it to himself 
a glorious church, not having spot, or 
wrinkle, or any, such thing; but that 
it should be holy and without blem- 
ish.” He is not coming after the world 
nor the things of the world, but He 
is coming after you, if you are sancti- 
fied. 

Paul knew what he was talking 
about when he said, “Follow peace 
with all men, and holiness, without 
which no man shall see the Lord.” 


Christ is coming back after 
His wife (virgin), and not Miss 
Jezebel, looking like the world. 


Christ’s wife, or body, will be re- 
deemed and washed and sanctified. 
One can’t get around this; it means 
just what it says. The very thing that 
preserves you in the body, and keeps 
you saved, is sanctification. What 
kind of wife will He have? Verse 27 
says, “That he might present it to 
himself a glorious church, not hav- 
ing spot, or wrinkle, or any such

Turning to 2 Kings, the 13th chap- 
ter, and 14th to 20th verses, we read, 
“Now Elisha was fallen sick of his 
sickness whereof he died. And Joash 
the king of Israel came down unto 
him, and wept over his face, and said, 
O my father, my father, the chariot 
of Israel, and the horsemen thereof. 
And Elisha said unto him, Take bow 
and arrows. And he took unto him 
bow and arrows. And he said to the 
king of Israel, Put thine hand upon 
the bow. And he put his hand upon 
it: and Elisha put his hands upon 
the king’s hands. And he said, Open 
the window eastward. And he opened 
it. Then Elisha said, Shoot. And he 
shot. And he said, The arrow of the 
Lord’s deliverance, and the arrow of 
deliverance from Syria: for thou shalt 
smite the Syrians in Aphek, till thou 
have consumed them. And he said, 
Take the arrows. And he took them. 
And he said unto the king of Israel, 
Smite upon the ground. And he smote 
thrice, and stayed. And the man of 
God was wroth with him, and said, 
Thou shouldest have smitten five or 
six times; then hadst thou smitten 
Syria till thou hadst consumed it: 
whereas now thou shalt smite Syria 
but thrice.” 

Here we find Elisha, God’s double- 
portion man, at the end of life’s jour- 
ney, and none other than Joash, the 
king of Israel, was at his bedside. 
Often Satan would discourage the 
child of God and try to keep him 
from being filled with the Spirit or 
getting too much of God, by telling 
him it would only lead to more trials, 
tribulations, sorrows, loss of friends, 
etc., but remember God’s Word de- 
clares that Satan is a liar, and the 
father of lies. The king wept over 
him and cried out in his grief, “My 
father, my father, the chariot of Is- 
rael and the horseman thereof.” As 
Elijah was being caught up to heaven, 
Elisha made the same cry to him. He 
gave honor to Elijah, and now in his 
- last moments on earth he receives the 
same honor from the king. (As man 
sows, so shall he also reap.) 

Praise God for the double-portion 
man Elisha. Here on his deathbed 
we find his chief concern was for 
Israel and the destruction of his 
enemies. He did not seem to be much 
impressed by the praise contained in 
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the title given him by the king, but 
desired to fight the good fight of 
faith, even to the end. 

Spiritual Israel (the Church) today 
has many enemies, and may God 
give us double-portion servants to 
battle even to the end against our 
common enemy, Satan. A double por- 
tion of God’s Spirit! How thrilling is 
the thought! In other words, not just 
sufficient for ourselves, but oh, the 
double portion or enough to help 
others, and to deliver the captives of 
Satan from sin, sickness, and eternal 
death, in the name of Jesus Christ of 
Nazareth, hallelujah! 

David said, “My cup runneth over”; 
not just a cup full for David, but 
enough to spare for others. 

Jesus declared, “Out of his belly 
shall flow rivers of living water,” and 
we know He spoke of the mighty bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost, which those 
that believe on Him as the scripture 
hath said, should receive. 

In the 18th verse, Elisha told the 
king to take the arrows and smite 
upon the ground. I believe this to be 
one of the most peculiar manifesta- 
tions to be found in scripture, and 
yet it was definitely of God, and God 
was prepared to back it up with the 
resources of heaven. The king obeyed 
and took the arrows and began to 
smite the ground, but alas, he smote 
only three times and then stayed. We 
feel a great burden in the Spirit as 
we consider this thing. What he did 
was all right as far as he went, but 
he failed to achieve the great victory 
that would have consumed the en- 
emy, as the man of God said. The 
king lost the golden opportunity that 
never came again. We read that 
Elisha was wroth, because he smote 
only three times. 

My brother and sister in Christ, is 
God wroth with us? If the king had 
only possessed the zeal of the man of 
God and smitten yet again and again 
(five or six times), the enemy would 
have been consumed. 

I feel a deep conviction that mul- 
titudes of Holy-Ghost-filled saints to- 
day are guilty of the same thing the 
king of Israel was. I believe we can 
lack zeal almost to the point of com- 
promise, and fail to smite the enemy 
five or six times. Do we earnestly 
contend for the faith once delivered 


to the saints? Are we going on to per- 
fection? For many years we were 
taught to smite three times as it were. 
For many we have taught the three 
great experiences of salvation—salva- 
tion, sanctification, and Holy Ghost 
baptism; but, I believe we are fall- 
ing short, even as did the king. How 
we do appreciate the blessing of sal- 
vation of sins forgiven so we might 
enter that eternal city. Our eyes fill 
with tears and our heart thrills with 
joy when we realize His great love. 
Jesus, that He might sanctify the 
people with His own blood, suffered 
without the gate. How we shout and 
praise God for sending the precious 
Holy Ghost into the temples of clay, 
that are made clean through the 
blood of Jesus—yes, three great, won- 
derful experiences for you and me; 
but I see that multitudes have seem- 
ingly stopped here. Is God wroth with 
us? 

May God help us to get away from 
the idea that we have about all there 
is for us, and God help us to smite 
two or three times more that the 
enemy be consumed. God give us 
faith, vision, and zeal to smite five 
or six times. 

Jesus said, “Ye shall receive power, 
after that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you.” Yes, praise God, often I 
have a great soul burden as I con- 
sider all this. 

Consider the nine fruits of the 
Spirit as found in Gal. 5:22. Consider 
the nine gifts of the Spirit as found 
in 1 Cor. 12:8-10. Praise God that at 
this critical time in earth’s history, 
“when the enemy is coming in like a 
flood,” the Spirit of the Lord is rais- 
ing up a standard against Satan. 


Praise God that here and there His 
servants and handmaidens are ear- 
nestly contending for the faith once 
delivered to the saints, and God is 
setting the gifts in operation right in 
the Church of God. 

The greatest revivals of today are 
where one or more of the gifts of the 
Spirit are in operation, in full co- 
operation with the government God 
set in the Church. Where there is 
smiting five or six times, thousands 
are being saved, healed, filled with 
the Spirit, and going on to yet great- 
er victory. Shall we continue to meet 
Satan’s challenge of today by smit- 
ing him and his agents until they are 
utterly defeated? That is the sure 
way to keep God from being wroth 
with us. 
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“KNOWING THE TIMES”

“And that, knowing the time, that 
now it is high time to awake out of 
sleep: for now is our salvation nearer 
than when we believed,” Rom. 13:11, 

I should like for you to notice the 
text again. You will notice that 
“knowing the time” is in seclusion by 
comas, which means this is a positive 
fact. In writing the Roman Church, 
Paul must have known, or thought, 
they knew the time in which they 
were living. He made it a positive fact 
by making that clause stand out— 
“And that, knowing the time, that now 
it is high time to awake out of sleep.” 
The point is that it was time to awake 
from their sleep. To make it doubly 
impressive, he said, “knowing the 
time.” Let’s look at it this way, say- 
ing only, “And that ...it is high 
time to awake out of sleep.” But, it 
must be more impressive. Just the 
fact that it is high time to awake is 
not enough. Thus it is today. Just 
saying, “Now. we should work for the 
Lord” will not be enough. We can 
hear a sermon on the Lord’s coming, 
and we think, “Well, He is coming, 
but He hasn’t come yet; I will wait 
awhile and then I will work.” You 
might be asked the question, “Do you 
think the Lord is soon to come?” 
“Why, of course; you know I know 
He is soon to come.” You may con- 
sider it an insult to be asked that 
question; but, oh, my friend, what 
are you doing about it? Are you in 
your sleep? Do you live your life in 
readiness for His coming? 

“And that, knowing the time... ”; 
that now is the high time. When? 
now is the high time to do what? 
to awake out of sleep. What kind of 


sleep? Not the natural sleep, friend, 
but the spiritual sleep, or the spiritual 
lethargy that has crept upon you and 
me, that made us satisfied with too 
little. We rejoice in the fact that the 
Lord is pouring out His Spirit on His 
people in this day, but are we getting 
under the dripping of His blessings? 

Shall we go further into the mat- 
ter and see what the Scriptures have 
to say about it? Say, I like to go to 
the Scriptures with what I am think- 
ing about a matter, don’t you? My 
theory or your theory will not stand 
unless it is founded on the Foundation 
of all foundations, the Word of God, 
Psalm 95:7, 8, reads, “For he is our 
God; and we are the people of his 
pasture, and the sheep of his hand. 
Today if ye will hear his voice, harden 
not your heart, as in the provocation, 
and as in the day of temptation in 
the wilderness.” John 4:35, “...Lift 
up your eyes, and look on the fields; 
for they are white already to harvest.” 
And 2 Cor. 6:2, “... behold, now is 
the accepted time; behold, now is the 
day of salvation.” The only word for 
a sinner in the Bible is “repent,” or 
be lost in a devil’s hell. 

Friends, you know this is the time 
to bring forth fruit unto God. Why 
not make a start right now, beginning 
to do something for God. Do you 
see any value in waiting? What can 
you gain by waiting any longer? God 
help you to realize that now is the 
time. You know the time; it will be 
up to you to make use of the time 
that you have left, and redeem it for 
your own sake. “...for now is our 
salvation nearer than when we be- 
lieved. The night is far spent, the 
day is at hand...” If we are going 
to do anything for God, we must do it 
Now. Don’t make the sad mistake 
of waiting too long.

“THE TIME IS SHORT” 
By John Lindval 


1 Corinthians 7:20 says, “Brethren 
the time is short.” Scientists are spec- 
ulating on how long the world will 
continue to go on as it is. Someone 
recently suggested that we have five 
years to develop a formula for peace. 
The question comes to us with ter- 
rific impact, “How long do we have 
to work for God?” Just the other day 
a worker said, “We may have only 
four years in which to bring the gos- 
pel to Europe.” But then someone 
else replied, “Brother, it may be only 
four months.” I don’t know how long 
we have to work, but this one thing 
I know, “The time is short.” 


“Occupy till I come” were the words 
of Jesus Himself. Today the foremost 
responsibility of the church and ev- 
ery individual Christian is missions. 
Missions is the work of the church. 
It is also the mission of every Chris- 
tian. Our task is to bring the gospel 
of salvation to our neighbor. In this 
era, when the earth has shrunk to a 
fraction of its former size, we are all 
neighbors in a small world teeming 
with millions of souls. When we think 
of missions we usually think of some 
far-off place. In this modern day we 
cannot entertain such an obsolescent 
idea. Just as modern warfare in its 
global aspect influences millions and 
causes hundreds of millions to partici- 
pate in one way and another, so in 
our spiritual warfare every Christian 
is called upon to be a missionary. 
Each one of us must face our task 
recognizing that our participation as 
an active missionary soul-winner is 
demanded in this last hour. 

I want to present the appeal of one 
of the greatest and neediest, but per- 
haps the most neglected, of the 
world’s mission fields. This field is 
Europe. Traveling across America tell- 
ing of my desire to go to Europe as a 
missionary, I met people everywhere 
who shook their heads, and said, “No, 
that can’t be, for we don’t send mis- 
sionaries to Europe. Europe isn’t a 
mission field.” But I wish they and 
you could see the field as I have seen 
it. True enough, everywhere you turn 
you find religion, but much of it is 
pagan. Still very few realize that this 
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is truly a heathen continent. Here live 
one quarter of the entire population 
of the world—five hundred and fifty 
million souls. Think of it—over a half 
billion inhabitants! Here are a large 
variety of languages in at least thir- 
ty different countries. Four hundred 
million people here do not even have 
a Bible. But you say, “I thought Eu- 
rope was Christian.” Less than a hun- 
dred million people are Protestants. 


Most of them are Protestant in name | 


only. This includes the millions who, 
although born in the Protestant 
countries, never go to church. Over 
half of them live in Germany and 
Scandinavia. How many true Chris- 
tians are there in Europe? Only a 
small handful. 

I can take you to a chapel in Bel- 
gium where idols are worshiped (and 
that is true in most European coun- 
tries), but this is a special chapel for 
the pigs and cows. Gross darkness 
covers this land, as well as many 
other lands. You will find a form of 
religion called Christian that is rank 
paganism. Recently, a Roman Cath- 
olic priest was much disturbed when 
I told him that we send many mis- 
sionaries to South America. He said 
that all South America was Christian. 
When I asked about Spain, he main- 
tained that it, too, is completely a 
Christian land, enjoying entire re- 
ligious freedom. But such propaganda 
spread everywhere by the agents of 
Rome quickly vanishes when the true 
situation is seen. Right now in Spain 
we have precious believers who are 
worshiping behind closed doors. Their 
liberty to worship includes only the 
privilege to gather in secret. Many 
believers bear in their bodies marks 
of physical suffering they have en- 
dured for the cause of Christ. Always 
when they endeavor to propagate the 
gospel, persecution is their lot. Mean- 
while, the spiritual darkness around 
them is intense. When you realize 
that very few of the people have ever 
read a Bible or even seen one, you 
begin to realize the darkness in which 
they live. This is in a modern but 
pagan Europe. 

I have not time to mention the 
needs of each country; of the dark- 
ness of Belgium, the open door in 
France, the challenge of Germany, 
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the revival in Italy, and our responsi- 
bility in every European land. But 
one thing I must repeat again and 
again, THE TIME IS SHORT. From 
the east comes the hot breath of a 
new religion, a doctrine that capti- 
vates the minds of people, a gospel 
that is antichrist and anti-God—the 
red gospel of communism. How long 
do we have to work? I don’t know. 
Some doors are even now closing. 
Some doors are already closed. For 
the most of. Europe, however, the 
doors of opportunity are still wide 
open. In most countries we have per- 
fect liberty. Even now in some places 
revival fires are burning high. In 
Germany hundreds and even thou- 
sands have accepted Jesus Christ as 
Saviour. From eastern Europe come 
reports of unprecedented interest in 
the things of God. We have very little 
time. The dark clouds are even now 
gathering on the horizon. We must 
work now. We need more workers! We 
need more evangelists! We need 
more pioneers to go into cities to open 
new churches. We need money to rent 
halls, to buy buildings, and to build 
tabernacles. America is sending bil- 
lions of dollars for material aid to 
Europe. We as God’s people need to 
institute a spiritual Marshall plan for 
the sake of the gospel. It takes money, 
consecrated money backed by much 
prayer. Won’t you pray and give for 
this great need in Europe? Four hun- 
dred million souls in need of God in 
Europe is the call. The future of this 
continent will affect your life. The 
time is very short. Let us work while 
it is still day.
